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SUBJ: PRESIDENT EYADEMA ON CONTEMPORARY APRICAN EVENTS

I. SUMMARY INTRODUCTION: PRESIDENT EYADEMA TOOK THE OCCASION 
OP THE 6-10 JULY VISIT OP REVEREND LEON SULLIVAN, DIRECTOR OP 
OICI, TO DISCUSS A WIDE RANGE OP TOPICS CONCERNING SOVIET ACTIVITY 
IN AFRICA, US-TOGOLESE BILATERAL RELATIONS AND THE GENERAL 
ROLE THAT TOGO IS SEEKING TO PLAY WITHIN THE NASCENT MODERATE 
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CONCERT OP APRICAN STATES. EYADEMA HAD ONLY RECENTLY RETURNED 
PROM LIBREVILLE OAU SUMMIT AND IT WAS STILL MUCH ON HIS MIND. 
SIMILARILY, HE WAS SEEKING TO EPPECT A RECONCILIATION BETWEEN 
LIBYA AND EGYPT, WHOSE FOREIGN MINISTERS WERE IN LOME THE 
SAME PERIOD AS REVEREND SULLIVAN, AND IT WAS APPARENT THAT 
HE WAS WEAVING THESE SEVERAL STRANDS TOGETHER IN HIS MIND 
AS HE DISCUSSED AFRICAN ISSUES WITH SULLIVAN. THE INITIAL 
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EYADEMA-SULLIVAN INTERVIEW TOOK PLACE ON lULY 7 AND LASTED 
NEARLY AN HOUR, AETER THE TWO MEN FOUND THAT THEY RESPONDED 
WELL TO EACH OTHER. ON JULY 8 EYADEMA SPOKE AT LENGTH ABOUT 
HIS IMPRESSIONS OE SULLIVAN AND THE IMPORTANCE OF AGRICULTURAL 
EFFORTS SUCH AS THE ONE THAT OICI IS TRYING TO MAKE AT A 
CLOSED SESSION OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF HIS RASSEMBLEMENT 
DU PEUPLE TOGOLAIS. ACCORDING TO MINISTER OF PLAN DOGO, 

EYADEMA PRAISED EFFORTS OF MEN OF GOOD WILL, SUCH AS SULLIVAN, 

IN ASSISTING THE DEVELOPMENTAL PROCESS IN AFRICA. THE SECOND 
INTEFVIEW TOOK PLACE ON JULY 9 WHEN THE PRESIDENT TOOK THE 
PASTOR NORTH TO EYADEMA'S NATAL VILLAGE OF PYA WHERE THE 
TOGOLESE PRESIDENT INVITED SULLIVAN TO TAKE HONORS WITH HIM 
AND TO REVIEW THE MASSES OF MILITARY AND PARTY FAITHFUL WHO 
HAD BEEN CONVOKED THERE. THE JULY 9 INTERVIEWS LASTED FOR 
AN HOUR AND A HALF IN THE MORNING AND AN HOUR IN THE AFTERNOON, 
WITH A PUBLIC BANQUET INTERVENING. EYADEMA APPEARED ACUTELY 
CONSCIOUS THAT SULLIVAN HAD ACCESS TO SENIOR ADMINISTRATION 
OFFICIALS AND SULLIVAN PROMISED THAT THE PRESIDENT'S VIEWS 
WOULD BE RELAYED TO BOTH SECRETARY VANCE AND PRESIDENT CARTER. 

2. SOVIET ACTIVITY IN AFRICA: EYADEMA EMPHASIZED IN CONSIDER- 
ABLE DETAIL HIS CONCEPT THAT THE SOVIET UNION IS SEEKING, 
UNRELENTINGLY TO BUILD UP ZONES OF INFLUENCE IN AFRICA 
THROUGH THE MANIPULATION OF PUPPET STATES. HE REVIEWED 
US ACTIVITIES DURING THE ANGOLA CRISIS OF 1976 AND 
SPOKE OF THE DISAPPOINTMENT OF MODERATE STATES IN THE US 
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FAILURE TO COUNTER THE MPLA'S SEIZURE OF POWER IN ANGOLA. 

HE SAID THAT THE FOOTHOLD THAT THE SOVIETS HAD GAINED IN 
ANGOLA HAD THEN ENABLED THEM, BY PROXY, TO SUPPORT THE 
INVASION OF THE KATANGAN MERCENARIES IN SHABA PROVINCE IN 
ZAIRE. TAKING A MAP, EYADEMA NOTED THAT THE CLEAR SOVIET 
INTENTION HAD BEEN TO SET UP A "LIBERATED" ZONE IN ZAIRE 
FROM WHICH THE REMAINDER OF ZAIRE WOULD HAVE THEN BEEN 
SUBVERTED. THE RESULT WOULD HAVE BEEN A MASSIVE ULCER IN 
THE HEART OF AFRICA AND AN INEXORABLE RISE IN SOVIET INFLU- 
ENCE FROM BRAZZAVILLE TO THE BORDERS OF SOUTH AFRICA. 

EYADEMA SAID THAT THE DEFEAT OF THE 1977 SHABA INCURSION 
SHOULD NOT BE TAKEN TO MEAN MORE THAN A TEMPORARY SETBACK FOR 
SUBVERSIVE FORCES. TIME HAS BEEN GAINED, HOWEVER, MEANWHILE, 

HE NOTED SEAT SOVIET ACTIVITIES PERSIST IN THE HORN, MALI, 

GUINEA AND BENIN WHICH WILL NEED TO BE COUNTERED BY THE OCCIDENT. 
THE PRESIDENT REPEATEDLY STRESSED TO REVEREND SULLIVAN HIS 
CONVICTION THAT THE US MUST CONTINUE TO TAKE AN ACTIVE 
ROLE BOTH IN ASSISTING AFRICA DEVELOPMENTALLY AND CONTINUING 
ITS EFFORTS POLITICALLY TO RESOLVE DISPUTES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

THE PRESIDENT SAID TO SULLIVAN"IF THE US STANDS IDLY BY 
AND DOES NOTHING AT THIS CRITICAL PERIOD IN AFRICAN HISTORY, 

IT WILL BE CONDEMNED BY HISTORY. IF IT DOES TAKE A ROLE 
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IN DEFEATING THE SOVIET DESIGNS IN AFRICA, HISTORY WILL 
THANK YOUR PEOPLE." 

3. MODERATES MORALE BOOSTED BY SHABA FAILURE: EYADEMA 
SAID THE CRICIAL THING WAS THAT FRANCE AND "THE OCCIDENT" 

HAD COME TO THE AID OF ZAIRE AND THE 1977 INCURSION HAD 
BEEN DEFEATED. OBVIOUSLY, THE MODERATE STATES DO NOT WISH 
TO BE ABANDONED AND THE WESTERN EFFORT IN WHICH THE MOROCCANS 
PARTICIPATED HAD HAD AN IMPORTANT EFFECT IN BOUYING MODERATE 
MORALE. THIS WAS PARTICULARLY IMPORTANT BECAUSE IT AFFECTED 
THE MODERATES' PREPARATION FOR THE OAU SUMMIT. AS THE MODER- 
ATES CONCERTED IN ADVANCE OF THE OAU USMMIT, THE MEMORY OF 
THE SUCCESS IN SHABA WAS AN IMPORTANT FACTOR. EYADEMA SAID 
THAT TOGO HAD WORKED WITH SENEGAL, IVORY COAST, GABON AND NIGERIA 
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IN REACHING AGREEMENT ON PUSHING THROUGH A RESOLUTION AT THE OAU 
SUMMIT CONDENMING OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE IN AFRICAN AFFAIRS; 

SUCH INTERFERENCE WAS CLEARLY UNDERSTOOD TO BE THAT OF THE 
USSR AND CUBA. THE MODERATES HAD ALSO SUCCEEDED IN GETTING 
THE NIGERIAN PROPOSAL ACCEPTED FOR A PERMANENT MEDIATION 
COMMISSION WHICH MODERATES WILL DOMINATE. HE SAID THAT HE 
DOUBTED THAT SUCH EFFECTIVE ACTION WOULD HAVE BEEN POSSIBLE 
ON THE PART OF THE MODERATES IF SHABA HAD GONE THE OTHER WAY 
AND THE OCCIDENT HAD NOT RESPONDED. HE REPEATEDLY STRESSED 
THROUGH THIS DISCUSSION THE NEED FOR THE US TO TAKE A 
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GREATER ROLE IN AFRICA; TO SUPPORT THE MODERATE STATES; 

AND TO WORK IN CONCERT WITH FRANCE AND THE EOROPEAN STATES. 

EYADEMA SAID THAT AFRICA HAS TIES TO EUROPE WHICH ARE 
HISTORICAL AND WHICH WILL BE MAINTAINED AND THAT IT WAS IN 
THE US INTEREST TO JOIN MORE EULLY IN PARTICIPATING IN 
THE DEVELOPMENTAL AND POLITICAL EEFORT THAT THE FORMER 
EUROPEAN COLONIAL POWERS WERE MAKING IN AFRICA. 

4. US ECONOMIC ROLE; REVEREND SULLIVAN GENERALLY DID NOT 
COMMENT ON THE POLITICAL OBSERVATIONS THAT PRESIDENT EYADEMA 
MADE. HE LISTENED HOWEVER WITH OBVIOUS SYMPATHY TO THE 
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PRESIDENT'S ANALYSIS. WHEN SULLIVAN'S OPPORTUNITY CAME TO 
ASK EYADEMA TO BE MORE PRECISE WITH RESPECT TO HOW THE 
PRIVATE SECTOR IN THE UNITED STATES COULD BE MORE HELPFUL, 

THE PRESIDENT NOTED THAT AMERICAN INVESTMENT TO DATE HAD BEEN 
LIMITED ESSENTIALLY TO THE ANGLOPHONE STATES WITH THE EXCEPTION 
OF ZAIRE AND IVORY COAST. THE PRESIDENT SAID THAT INCREASED 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION WAS FUNDEMENTAL SO THAT THE GOVERNMENTS 
OF AFRICA COULD FEED THEIR PEOPLE AND MOVE ON TO QUESTIONS OF 
INCREASING INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION. AT THIS POINT SULLIVAN INTER- 
VENED TO DISCUSS SOME OF THE EFFECTS THAT HE HAS BEEN ABLE TO 
UNDERTAKE IN TERMS OF ACHIEVING GREATER PRIVATE SECTOR INTEREST 
IN SPECIFIC AFRICAN COUNTRIES. HE NOTED THAT A GENERAL MOTORS 
PLANT HAD BEEN SET UP IN KENYA EOLLOWING HIS RECOMMENDATION. 

AT THIS POINT, IT TURNED OUT THAT EYADEMA DID NOT KNOW WHAT 
GENERAL MOTORS WAS. WHEN SULLIVAN EXPLAINED THAT THE COMPANY 
HAD HAD SALES OF $50 BILLION IN ITS LAST YEAR, EYADEMA FOUND 
IF DIFFICULT TO GRASP THE SIZE OF THE COMPANY. NEVERTHELESS, 

RESPONDING TO SULLIVAN'S STATEMENT THAT THE REASON THE GM 
PLANT HAD BEEN SET UP IN KENYA WAS BECAUSE OF THE REGIONAL 
MARKET, THE PRESIDENT CALLED SULLIVAN'S ATTENTION TO THE 
ECOWAS MARKET OF 130 MILLION PEOPLE AND 16 COUNTRIES. EYADEMA 
DISCUSSED THE ROLE HE HAD PLAYED IN HELPING ECOWAS COME INTO 
EXISTENCE AND HOW IT WAS ENVISAGED THE ORGANIZATION WOULD WORK. 
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(NOTE: SULLIVAN WAS GREATLY INTERESTED BY THE ECOWAS CONCEPT 
AND WAS GIVEN AN OPPORTUNITY ON JULY 10 TO MEET ROMEO HORTON, 
MANAGING DIRECTOR OE THE ECOWAS EUND. HORTON BRIEFED SULLIVAN 
IN CONSIDERABLE DETAIL ON CAPITALIZATION PLANS FOR THE FUND 
AND THE PROJECTS WHICH THE EUND'S BOARD OF DIRECTORS WILL 
APPROVE LATER IN JULY. SULLIVAN INVITED HORTON TO SEND HIM 
MORE INFORMATION ON ECOWAS AND TO VISIT HIM IN PHILADELPHIA 
IN SEPTEMBER FOR POSSIBLE MEETINGS WITH OTHERS WHO MIGHT BE 
INTERESTED IN THE MARKET REPRESENTED IN THE ECOWAS AREA.) 
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TM EYADEMA VISIT TO THE US?: REVEREND SULLIVAN ASKED 
PRESIDENT EYADEMA WHETHER HE PLANNED TO VISIT THE US IN THE 
NEAR FUTURE. EYADEMA SAID HE HOPED TO DO SO AND HE NOTED 
THAT IV GRANTEE COMMANDANT AMEGEE, CHEF DE CIRCONSCRIPTION OE 
LAMA KARA. HAD JUST RETURNED FROM A VISIT TO THE US, THE FIRST 
MILITARY OFFICER TO DO SO, AND HAD BEEN EXTREMELY 
ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT WHAT HE HAD SEEN AND HOW HE HAD BEEN 
RECEIVED. EYADEMA SAID HE HIMSELF WOULD BE INTERESTED IN 
SEEING THE US AND SULLIVAN SAID HE WOULD MAKE THE 
PRESIDENT'S INTEREST KNOWN HWEN HE SPOKE TO SECRETARY 
VANCE AND TO PRESIDENT CARTER ABOUT HIS VISIT TO AERICA. 

6. COMMENT: IT IS FAIR TO SAY THAT EYADEMA AND SULLIVAN 
APPEAR TO HAVE MADE GOOD IMPRESSIONS ON ONE ANOTHER. EYADEMA 
SPOKE OF SULLIVAN'S VISIT AS PROVIDING AN OPPORTUNITY FOR " AN 
OPENING" IN US-TOGOLESE BILATERAL RELATIONS. THE MEETING 
BETWEEN EYADEMA AND SULLIVAN TOOK PLACE WITHOUT THE PRESENCE 
OF EYADEMA'S ADVISERS. AT PYA, I WAS THE INTERPRETER. EYADEMA 
WAS RELAXED AND OBVIOUSLY PLEASED BY THE SUCCESS HE AND THE 
MODERATES HAD HAD IN LIBREVILLE. HE ALSO EVIDENCED CONSIDERABLE 
PRIDE IN THE ROLE HE HAD PLAYED IN PREPARING THE WAY.PERHAPS, 

FOR A EGYPTIAN-LIBYAN RECONCILIATION (SEE SEPTEL). HIS 
REMARKS APPEARED BOTH CANDID AND SINCERE. HE WOULD ACCEPT 
AN INVITATION TO VISIT THE US WITH ALACRITY. 

7. 1 NOTED THAT PRESIDENT TOLBERT ADDRESSED SOME OF THESE 
SAME THEMES IN AMBASSADOR CARTER'S REFERENCE MESSAGE.
